When  Richard  Lebeaux's  Young 
Man  Thoreau  was  published  in  1977, 
it  received  extensive  praise  for  its 
bold  and  illuminating  approach 
to  one  of  America's  great  writers  and 
thinkers.  In  the  New  York  Review 
of  Books,  Leo  Marx  wrote  that  Le- 
beaux's findings  "point  to  a  strikingly 
new,  demythologized  conception  of 
the  man.  By  carefully  matching  out- 
ward circumstances  and  events  with

Now,  turning  to  Thoreau's  later  years 
and  making  use  of  the  psychology  of 
the  life  cycle  and  adult  development, 
Lebeaux  presents  a  rich  portrait  of 
the  writer  from  the  beginning  of  the 
Walden  experiment  in  1845  to  his 
death  in  1862.  Once  again,  Lebeaux 
skillfully  connects  the  daily  events  of 
Thoreau's  life  to  his  inner  life  and 
writings. 

The  author  argues  that  one  of  Tho- 
reau's fundamental  concerns  from 
1845  on  was  a  search  for  an  under- 
standing of  human  development,  of 
the  "human  seasons."  He  explores 
the  several  lives  within  Thoreau's  life 


and  traces  his  evolving  sense  of  self 
and  art.  Lebeaux  shows  the  remark- 
able ways  in  which  nature's  seasons 
and  phenomena  provided  occa- 
sions, images,  and  analogies  for 
Thoreau's  profound  grappling  with 
crucial  personal,  artistic,  and  social 
concerns.  Examining  Thoreau's  vo- 
luminous Journal  and  other  writings, 
he  demonstrates  how  they  may  be 
read  as  Thoreau's  coming  to  terms 
— consciously  and  unconsciously — 
with  his  own  seasons  and  struggles, 
his  aging  and  mortality,  his  relation- 
ships with  other  people  and  with  his 
community  and  society.  Finally,  Le- 


beaux stresses  how  Thoreau  in  his 
last  years  "ripened"  toward  death 
and  prepared  for  it.  When  viewed 
from  the  humanizing  perspective 
provided  by  this  book,  Thoreau  and 
his  accomplishments  emerge  as  all 
the  more  fascinating  and  instructive.

The  author's  summer  bungalow  in 
East  Bluehill,  Maine,  is  the  scene  of 
this  charming  book.  A  summer 
house  has  an  ecology  all  its  own — its 
own  cycles  of  temperature  and  hu- 
midity, its  nuances  of  light  and 
shadow,  its  varied  nooks,  crannies, 
and  textures.  It  is  occupied  by  more 
living  things  than  its  human  tenants 
realize. 

This  book  by  a  noted  naturalist  pro- 
vides picturesque  vignettes  of  the 
plant  and  animal  life  in  the  Dethier 
summer  house,  covering  a  typical 
period  from  June  to  December.  The 
author  describes  highlights  of  the  life 
histories  of  twenty-seven  species  of 
animals  and  a  number  of  lichens  that 
make  the  house  their  summer  or 
year-round  home.  Among  those  de- 
scribed are  six  species  of  birds,  six 
kinds  of  wasps,  seven  species  of  spi- 
ders, two  crickets,  a  bat,  a  salaman- 
der, wood  mice,  and  red  squirrels. 
The  bungalow  is  tenanted  from 
chimney  to  root  cellar,  and  each 
plant  and  animal  occupies  that  area 
where  the  particular  environment 
suits  it  best.  The  physical  characteris- 
tics of  the  bungalow  and  the  habits  of 
its  occupants  are  contrasted  with 
conditions  out-of-doors  and  with  the 
species  that  never  come  inside.

In  the  early  twentieth  century  when 
Bentley  began  publishing,  the  major 
theories  of  social  science  were  those 
favoring  economic  determinism, 
theories  of  interpretation  advocated 
by  Max  Weber  and  his  followers,  and 
those  that  modeled  social  science  on 
the  natural  and  physical  sciences. 
A  close  student  and  critic  of  these 
positions,  Bentley  engaged  in  exten- 
sive correspondence  with  a  wide- 
ranging  group  of  intellectuals  in  vari- 
ous fields  and  was  well  positioned  to 
contribute  to  this  debate.

The  major  difference  be- 
tween Bentley's  theory  and  virtually 
all  other  then-existing  theories  of  so- 
cial science  is  that  Bentley  rejected 
the  notion  that  a  suitable  under- 
standing of  the  nature  of  science  was 
available.  This  conviction  led  him  to 
fundamental  epistemological  ques- 
tions and  to  the  argument  that  the 
form  and  content  of  knowledge  was 
to  be  found  in  language  understood 
as  human  behavior.

The  theoretical  starting  point  of  this 
work  is  Max  Weber's  classic  analysis 
of  the  tension  between  religious  and 
secular  life.  Focusing  upon  this  dy- 
namic, Mandelker  exposes  the  ideo- 
logical and  practical  tensions  be- 
tween nineteenth-century  American 
Protestantism  and  then-existing  sec- 
ular values  and  institutions,  thus  ex- 
panding the  analysis  beyond  We- 
ber's original  thesis.  The  values  of 
"religion"  and  "world"  are  shown  to 
collide  in  every  sphere  of  human 
interaction — not  only  in  the  econo- 
my, but  in  the  political  order,  in  the 
realm  of  sex,  eroticism,  and  family 
relations,  and  in  the  eminently  secu- 
lar world  of  science  and  intellectual 
knowledge. 

Mandelker  further  explores  these  in- 
sights through  a  historical  account 


and  a  sociological  analysis  of  the 
perfectionist  Utopian  community 
founded  in  1847  by  John  Humphrey 
Noyes:  the  Oneidas.  Unlike  past 
analyses  of  this  New  York  commun- 
ity which  have  focused  on  its  struc- 
tural and  organizational  failure  and 
its  final  reorganization  into  a  busi- 
ness producing  silverware,  this 
study  contends  that  the  community's 
success  and  ultimate  failure  were 
ideological — consisting  of  a  radical 
theology  that  propelled  the  leap  into 
Utopia,  but  then  confronted  the  com- 
munity with  insolvable  social  and 
cultural  contradictions.  In  so  doing, 
the  book  demonstrates  that  the  his- 
torical fragility  of  religious  Utopian 
schemes  is  due  to  the  impossibility  of 
their  mission:  the  transcendence  of 
the  perennial  tensions  between  "reli- 
gion" and  "world. "

A  Vision  of  Order 

A  Study  of  Black  South  African 
Literature  in  English  (1914-1980) 

Ursula  A.  Barnett 

Despite  the  severe  obstacles  of  apart- 
heid, black  South  African  writers 
have  created  a  vigorous  literature 
rooted  in  their  struggle  for  equality. 
This  book  presents  the  first  compre- 
hensive survey  of  that  literature.  It  in- 
cludes fascinating  portraits  of  all  the 
major  black  South  African  writers 
whose  work  has  been  published  in 
English. 

Barnett  begins  with  a  history  of  black 
writing  in  English  in  South  Africa. 
She  traces  the  effects  of  the  mission 
schools,  the  Bantu  Education  Act  of 
1955,  and  the  subsequent  surge  of 
creative  activity  among  black  writ- 
ers. Special  attention  is  given  to  the 
magazine  Drum,  which  provided  a 
voice  for  many  writers  at  a  time  when 
other  outlets  were  closed.  Writers 
who  were  imprisoned  or  driven  into 
exile  because  of  their  opposition  to 
the  South  African  regime  are  also 
discussed.
